If countries would 
compel physicians to use this, 
there would be DO need of pest 
houses.

Little chicks, whether hatched 
under hens or in incubators, are ubu 
ally fed too often, and also too much 
at a time. They should be given 
nothing for 36 hours after being 
hatched, as food sn their early stages 
is a tax upon them. 

We must now begin to grow the 
very best varieties of fruits, aud 
market them In smaller 'packages 
and in the most attractive form.

All persons who have not been 
successfully vaccinated should at 
once be vaccinated. 

During the first infection the 
disease was confined exclusively 
to the colored people, whose co- 
operation aided materially in 
stamping it out. While condi- 
tions do not justify us at thiB 
time in asking that the colored 
people cease their meetings, we 
earnestly request that they use 
their best efforts lo assist this 
board by refraiuiug from gather- 
ing in unnecessary crowds. Their 
church gatherings and schools 
will be permitted to continue 
until further notice.

WORLD'S PRESS PARLIAMENT. 

Sunday's Globe- Democrat, 
speaking of the great convention 
of newspaper men to be held at 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion the week of May 16-21, 
says :

Ac- 
ceptances were also received from 
Hugo Veigelsberg, a leading journal- 
ist of Buda-Pesth, Hungary ; Alfredo 
Mesquita, editor of Diario de Notl- 
cias of Lisbon, Portugal; William 
Hill of London, M. McD. Bodkin, 
editor of the Irish Packet. Dublin, 
Ireland, and Samuel S. Campton, 
editor of several English papers. 

The Deleware presB association, 
the Utah press association, the Illi- 
nois woman's press association and 
the North Dakota press association 
will all be represented. 

Kentucky will also have a rep- 
resentative delegation to attend 
the National Editorial Associa^ 
tion and the World's PreBS parli- 
ament, both of which are held 
the same week.

St. Louis, March 28.— Joseph 
Ralph Burton, senior United 
States Senator from Kansas, was 
convicted by a jury in the United 
States District Court today on 
the charge of having accepted 
compensation to protect the in- 
terests of the Kialto Grain and 
Securities Company, of St. Louis, 
before the Postoffice Department. 
The jury deliberated forty-one 
hours. 

A motion for a new trial was 
immediately filed by counsel for 
the Senator. Judge Adams there- 
upon ordered that Senator Bur- 
ton appear in court either in per- 
son or by proxy at 10 o'clock 
from day to day until the court 
has heard the arguments for a 
neiv trial, and if decided against 
him to fix his punishment. 

For a time there threatened to 
be a disagreement in the jury. 
The jury was brought before 
Judge Adams, who asked the 
cause for the long delay. He 
was told that eleven jurors had 
agreed, but the twelfth stood 
alone. 

Th« Evidence 

The evidence adduced against 
Senator Burton may be summar- 
ized as follows : 

Id November, 1902, he ac- 
cepted a proposition to become 
general counsel of the Kialto 
Qrain and Securities Company, a

Bnrton demanded $2,500 for 
his services, but he was satisfied 
to be paid in monthly install- 
ments of $600 each. 

Soon after his employment it 
developed that the Federal grand 
jury was investigating the 
Brooks Brokerage Company, with 
which Maj. Hugh O. Dennis, 
president of the Rial to Company, 
had been associated. 

Numerous letters written by 
Burton showed that the Senator 
was using his influence to pre 
vent the issuance of a fraud 
order against the Rialto Qrain 
and Securities Company. 

Burton submitted regular re- 
ports to the Rialto people, tell- 
ing them how matters were pro- 
gressing at Washington, advis- 
them of complaints filed at the 
Post-office Department, and clos- 
ing with the assurance that "if 
you look after things at your end 
of the line I will attend to mat- 
ters here." 

The testimony of post-office 
offiicials was that Senator Bur- 
ton had told them he intended to 
practice before the department ; 
that he had lost $70,000 in the 
panic and desired to make some 
money as a practicing attorney. 

Senator Burton was indicted 
in January last. Althougl 
a member of Congress he could 
not be arrested until after that 
body adjourned he voluntarily 
surrendered himself to the prose- 
outing authoritios. He still had 
two years to serve in the Senate.

Jerusalem's Stranfest Eaaler 

Spectacle J- J» J» J»

MANY services are held during 
holy week In Jerusalem by 
different sects, but that of 
I the holy Are Is the most pe- 
culiar of all and attracts the greatest 
number of spectators. The Saturday 
preceding Knster is the day chosen for 
this extraordinary performance. The 
writer, having lived in PalesUne, wit- 
nessed the ceremony several years ago. 
To be able to secure seats our party 
started for the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher early In the morning. 

The building was already crowded 
with worshipers kneeling or sitting 
on the floor of the church In great 
masses. Soldiers were to be seen on 
all sides, some standing leaning on 
their loaded guns and others walking 
about trying to keep order. At times 
they treated the pilgrims roughly. 

We were directed to a gallery half- 
way up the dome, reserved for spec- 
tators. Here were American and Eng- 
lish tourists, some Latin visitors add 
a few Turkish officials, who looked on 
with 8aUrical amusement. Jews are 
not allowed In this building. Below 
our gallery was another, occupied by 
Greek and Armenian women. They 
as well as the thousands of pilgrims In 
the body of the church held tapers. 

As we looked down from our high bal- 
cony the church seemed to be one dense 
mass of human beings Jostling each 
other in an excited manner in their 
endeavor to get as close as possible to 
the Chapel of the Sepulcher, where 
heaven was to manifest Its power. On 
each side of this chapel there nre open- 
ings for the tin- to issue forth, on the 
right hand for the Greeks and on the 
left for the Armenians. Toward these 
openings nil arms were eagerly out- 
stretched. The pilgrims waited breath- 
lessly for the fire to appear so as to 
light their tapers from it and thus re- 
ceive the sacred tire flrst hand. They 
consider that there is special merit 
in securing the fire direct from the in- 
terior of the sepulcher. For the privi- 
lege of standing close to the apertures 
high sums are paid. 

All the windows and even the smsll 
balconies round the cupola were filled. 
Murmurs and shouts re-echoed through 
the DUlMlag. We could hardly realise 
that we were ta a piece of worship. 
The people before as seemed more like 
4hoee preparing far an Insurrection 
than fee a reltgieas ceremony. The- 
vast crowd of ptigrime which 
founded the chapel was divided hy aa 
seen space formed by two circles of 
soldiers. About noon an excited 
of Arabs broke through this p 
and rushed wildly round the sepulcher 
several times, crying to the fire to de- 
scend from heaven and ssve them. 
For two hours they kept op this per- 
formance. Group succeeded group In 
this mad race. Some were dressed in 
shegrjsklns and others In their ordinary 
plain white shirts. Most of them were 
bare armed and barelegged. A bugle- 
man went ahead of this strange pro- 
cession, clapping his hands, to which 
they all responded in wild cries in 
Arabic, the chief words of which seem- 
ed to be: "This Is the tomb of Jesus 
Christ: Ood save the sultan!" 

At lsst the "bishop of the fire" gave 
the signal for the service to begin. A 
chant wns heard in the distance. Out 
of the Greek chapel a long procession 
of bishops and archbishops dressed to 
silken robes and of priests carrying 
lights and embroidered banners was 
to be seen slowly marching round the 
sepulcher. The solemn chants of the 
priests were strangely intermingled 
with the loud yells of the excited pll- 

The "bishop of the fire" now took off 
his cap and miter and entered the 
chapel. The great miracle was about 
to take place. A bright Dime suddenly 
appeared inside the sepulcher. The 
man sUnding nearest the opening in 
serted his tsper snd drew It out alight 
Cries of Joy arose on all sides. With 
frantic eagerness the pilgrims pressed 
closer and closer to light their tapers, 
stumbling over each other In their ex- 
citement. They were nearly beside 
themselves for Joy. From hand to 
hand, from taper to taper, the light 
was spreading in a marvelously rapid 
manner till very soon the whole build 
ing was one blaze of light. 

Thick clouds of fragrant incense gave 
a misty spposrsnce to the surround- 
ings, und through this mist thousands 
of tiny lights appeared. Shouts of re- 
joicing continued to resound through- 
out the church. The bishop CUM out 
of the chapel. Immediately four stout 
priests lifted him In triumph and car- 
ried him to his own sanctuary. 

Three wealthy Armenians who had 
bought the privilege of standing close 
to the opening were the ilrst to rush 
out of the church with ten lighted 
lamps. An avenue through the crowd 
had been kept clear for them to pass 
out quickly and carry these lights to 
their own churches. Mounted horse- 
men also gulloped off with the sacred 
Are to light the lamps in ;!ll the Greek 
churches round Jerusalem. Others ran 
barefooted for long- distances In the 
country to do the same thing In the 
monasteries und convents.

THE FAIR AT NIGHT. 



Lights of Changing Hues Will Flood 
the St. Louis Picture.

The night effects of the Exposition 
Will he a ayniphony in color. The ex- 
hibit buildings will be bathed in a pure 
white light, which will bring out into 
strong relief their beautiful outlines 
and the richness of the tints and mural 
paintings on their screen walls. 

Chief Henry Rustin, who is head of 
the department of electrical design, has 
charge of this important feature. Act- 
ing in the same capacity at Omaha and 
Buffalo, he set so high a standard 
there that his effort to outdo it at 
St. Louis is the supreme one of his 
life. 

By ingeniously (ontrived lights the 
Whole picture will be Hooded at night 
■with changing huts. At one time the 
scene will be a harmony of violet, 
changing into amber, emerald, crimson 
and amethyst, running the Whole 
gamut of color combinations so skill- 
fully that the spectator hardly will he 
conscious where one color leaves off 
and the other begins. But through all 
the changes of colors thrown on the 
buildings it will be possible for the 
cascades to retain a distinctive tint. 

Mercury vapor lamps are cleverly 
concealed in the bases of the sculp- 
ture, lining the sides of the cascades, 
the rays being thrown from concealed 
reflectors through small windows at 
an angle that will not meet the vision 
of spectators from any point of view. 
In this light the waters of the Cas- 
cades will have the appearance at one 
time of a ghostly phosphorescent tor- 
rent, at another moment of floods of 
opal gems and again, of n cataract of 
living flame. 

Every source of the wonderful ka- 
leidoscopic effects will be ingeniously 
hidden. It will be possible to pick out 
different parts of the hill and its 
structures in different colors. Thus 
while the hall in the center will be 
a rose color, one arm of the colon- 
nade orange, the other violet and the 
twin pavilions emerald, the whole 
splendid effect will be attained without 
confusion of colors. 

The night effects on other parts of 
the site have not been forgotten An 
electric fountain, that will be a thing 
of beauty and a riot of color, surpass- 
ing anything of the kind ever designed, 
will occupy a point of vantage on the 
grounds. The exhibit ' buildings at 
night will appear to be giant cornices 
of white light supported at the four 
corners and the centers by immense 
-■C^mons of light. The rest, of the 
facades will be so treated that their 
massive columns will bo silhouetted 
against the screen walls which will 
be banka of blazing white light.

The type 
keys are set around the periphery ot 
a horizontal brass wheel, and in or- 
der to print a letter it is merely neces- 
sary to punch one of the buttons, 
which causes the type to descend 
through a little tube and make a mark 
upon a slip of white paper.

Five Years in the Pen. 

Oirie Beatty, a photographer,

Power, 
Speed and Light They are placed on 
the main facade of the building, and 
each figure typifies in a poetic manner 
the Idea to be presented. Light, for 
instance, is a female figure holding in 
her hands the carbon wire typical of 
the electric spark. Speed le repre- 
. sented by the god Mercury wearing 
the traditional horned cap and hold- 
ing In one hand a winged wheel, the 
treatment symbolizing the telegraph 



examples of the speed of electricity. 

Again, take the sculpture of the Edu- 
cation building, which is the work of 
a St. Louis artist. Robert P. Brlng- 
hurst. On the Palace of EducaUon 
there are twelve separate models. Of 
each of these models from four to four- 
teen replicas are used, so that the 
sculptural decoration of the building 
is composed of 84 separate pieces. 
Notable among these are Music, His- 
tory, Golden Rod, The Flight of Time.
